CODE TO “AID SOCIALISM” 


Legal Clean- 


PRAGUE. 


Communist-led Czrechoslova- 
kia. In five months, lews are 
being wiped out that have 
accumulated over a period 
of 400 years. They have come 
down from the times of the 
Hapeburg rulers of Austria 
and Hungery. whose § terri- 
tories included what in 1918 
became Czechoslovakia. They 
are being replaced by new 
codes drawn up within the 
last two years to regulate a 
new social order and, in the 
official phrase, defend “the 
building of Socialism.” 

The last of these codes -— 
embracing civil law and civil 
court procedure—will go into 
effect next January 1 after 
getting approval first.of the 
Government and then of the 
Nationa! Agsembiy. The others 
taking in criminal law and 
criminal court procedure 
became effective August |! 

All are the products of a 
so-called “lawyers’ two-year 
pian” for all-around  codifi- 
cation of statutes by legal ex- 
perts. The National Assembly 
aporoved this plan in July. 
1948, five months after the 
Communists won control of 
the government 

The plan went into opera. 
tion the following September 
Once the lawyers had done 
their work and the govern- 
ment had okayed it. the le- 
gisiation was discussed in 
public meetings before going 
to the Assembly 

The civil code is still un- 
dergoing finishing touches. In 
Bohemia and Moravia, ‘it sup- 
plants a codification made in 
181!

New Crimina] Code 

The new criminal code 
replaces a body of law whose 
main provisions were framed 
mostiy in 1873 and 1896. It 
sets out in its opening pard- 
graph that it “protects the 
People’s Democratic Regime.

peeple and of the individual.” 
The regime is protected by 
laws against such crimes as 
high treason and spying.

Judging by this report, Nathan 
Shaham takes a dim view of 
The Party's moral condition 
at the present time The open- 
ing scene is laid in the ultra- 
modern co-ordination office of 
The Party. Uberlander, the 
efficient, up-and-coming man- 
ager of the office plans to cut 
away the dead wood of an 
antiquated system, let the 
chips fall where they may. 
He is handicapped by the fact
